. Appropriates $250,000 from the General Fund to the Department of Inspections and Appeals for

Dependent Adult Abuse. This appropriation is contingent on the enactment of SF 2333 (Dependent Adult
Abuse and Hospital Inspections Bill).

. Increases the monthly fee that the Department of Administrative Services (DAS) can charge other State

agencies for administration of the State’s health insurance program from $2 to $4 per contract on each
health insurance plan.

. Removes a requirement that the Insurance Division of the Department of Commerce allocate the $10,000

to the National Conference of Insurance Legislators.

. Removes a provision to allow the Department of Inspections and Appeals (DIA) to hire 2.0 FTE positions

if additional gambling licenses are issued during FY 2011.

. Removes the Medication Therapy Management provisions from the Bill and replaces the requirement with

a pilot program and authorizes the DAS to utilize a Request for Proposal (RFP) process in determining a
vendor.

. Increases the membership on the Human Rights Board from 14 to 16 members and the number of voting

members from 9 to 11. Changes the commencement date for members of the Human Rights Board from
July 1 to May 1. This is consistent with current law for all other board appointments.

. Establishes a Financial Literacy Program to be implemented through the Office of the Treasurer of State.

The Program is designed to promote the advantages of personal savings and responsible borrowing, create
an incentive program by recognizing individuals and families that have made significant progress toward
financial goals, and to promote the Program through presentations and conferences.

. Appropriates $6,000 from the General Fund to the lowa Public Information Board for costs associated with

HF 777 (Open Records and Public Meetings Bill). This appropriation is contingent on the enactment of
HF 777.

. Removes the extension of a waiver policy of the Department of Inspections and Appeals to allow a food

franchise establishment to use a certain cooking apparatus for ground meet until the franchise
establishment is sold.

. Clarifies that to the sale of high alcohol content beer in Iowa is subject to the same control provisions as all

other beer and makes this provision effective retroactively to March 10, 2010.

. Permits county treasurers to collect delinquent taxes on behalf of the Department of Revenue from a

person renewing a vehicle registration and to charge a $5 processing fee. Provides that $2.50 of each fee
be retained by the county and $2.50 be remitted to the State to reimburse the Department of Transportation
for costs associated with implementing provisions to assist counties with the tax debt collection process.
Requires the State Court Administrator to develop a plan for the collection of court debt by county
treasurers to be submitted to the General Assembly by December 1, 2010, and to implement the collection
of court debt beginning July 1, 2011.
